Appointment of Dean R. D. Sin- 
clair, faculty of agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, to a commit- 
tee set up under direction of the 
United Nations’ International 
Commission on Food and Agri- 
culture, was announced Tuesday 
by Dr. Robert Newton, university 
president. 

The commission met last fall in 
the United States, and recommend- 
ed establishment of 
committees, which would survey 
the whole post-war food and agri- 
culture picture, 

Dean Sinclair is one of 14 mem- 
bers on a “scientific panel” which 
represents most of the Allied coun- 
tries, and will make recommenda- 
tions concerning procedure on sci- 
entific research in agriculture, nu- 
trition, general agricultural proce- 
dure and conservation plans, and 
educational work in the field of 
agriculture. 

Dean Sinclair has been on the 
university staff since 1922, and has 
been dean for the past two years 

He does not expect his appoint- 
ment will necessitate resignation

(BUP) — A communique 
broadcast from Moscow to- 
night reported Russian 
troops advanced six to 12 
miles in the Donets basin 
today and captured more 
than 90 towns and villages.

MOSCOW, Sept. 7.—The 
Red army, smashing virtually 
all organized German resist- 
ance in the Donets basin and 
by-passing Stalino, now has 
almost within its grasp the 
railroad junction of Kras- 
nodar-Meisk, bottleneck of 
the full scale Nazi with- 
drawal, field dispatches said 
today. 
(The B.B.C, quoted a Moscow 
broadcast that Russian troops 
were in the suburbs of Stalino.) 
The general Russian advance in 
the mineral-rich basin in pursuit of 
the battered German forces retreat- 
ing precipitately toward the Dnie- 
per had neutralized Stalino, indus- 
trial capital of the Donets, as a core 
of resistance and its fall appeared 
imminent. 
The prospective occupation of 
Krasnoarmeisk, 35 miles northwest 
of Stalino, will bar the only prac- 
tical escape route for the Nazis 
pulling out of the heart of the 
Donets basin, “The Town of the 
Red Army” is the junction ot the 
Paglograd, .Zapor: Vv. 
and Stalino railroads. 
PACE INCREASING 


The government newspaper Iz- 
vestia said the pace of thesRussians 


| pursuing the fleeing Germans was 


increasing swiftly despite heavy 
downpours which turned some 
parts of the Donets Basin’s clay soil 
into quagmires, 

In some sectors on the north- 
western fringe of the basin, Izvestia 
said, the Germans were struggling 
to cover their retreat by sporadic 
and desperate delaying actions. 

Red Star, the Soviet army or- 
gan, said that many of the cap- 
tured industrial towns such as 
Mramatorsk, Konstantinovka and 
Artemovsk were found ablaze as 
the Nazis applied the scorched 
earth policy. 

Front reports said the Red air 
force dominated the Donets skies. 
It hammered incessantly at «the 
Nazi escapé routes, aiming its heav- 
jest blows yesterday at Krasnoar- 
meisk and Volnovakha, companion 
junction southwest of Stalino, Stor- 
movik assault planes also pulver- 
ized 12 German motor columns on 
the roads west of Stalino,

Three persons were killed and four 
injured today when the Twentieth 
Century Limited of the New York 
Central Railroad was derailed two 
miles east of here. 

All of the dead were members of 
the engine crew. 

Passengers reported that the loco- 
motive of the de luxe extra-fare 
train, en route from Chicago to 
New York, exploded with such 
force after the derailment that only 
the wheels remained upright. 

The railroad announced at jts 
New York offices, that 173. passeng- 
ers were on the train. The pas- 
sengers were shaken up but none 
of them were injured seriously, the 
announcement said.

QUEBEC, Sept. 7.—(CP)—Four 
resolutions dealing with pensions 
for the aged were adopted by the 
Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada at concluding sessions of 
its 59th annual convention here. 
The congress demanded from 

federal and provincial governments 
in one resolution that the old age 
pension be increased to “a decent 
standard of living” and that there 
be no deductions to citizens own- 
ing their own homes, “neither shall 
their homes be assigned to the gov- 
ernment.”

LONDON, Sept. 7.—A mighty 
two-hour procession of British 
and Canadian four-engined bomb- 
ers struck hard at Munich, birth- 
place of the Nazi party, last night 
and preliminary reports indi- 
cated that the attack was “con- 
centrated and effective,” the air 
ministry announced today. 

It was estimated that 1,000 tons 
of bombs were dropped on the Nazi 
shrine-city. 

Later, the current offensive .was 
carried into its sixth day when hun- 
dreds of Allied planes attacked 
targets in northern France and 
Belgium, including an aircraft fac- 
tory and airfield near Brussels and 
an enemy convoy off the Duth 
coast. 

In the night attack on Munich, 
clouds over the target made full

Stalin Unlikely

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(CP) 
—The Allies have established a 
Mediterranean commission to 
handle political problems arising 
in that war sector, it was learned 
here Sunday, as hope dimmed of 
an early conference among Prime 
Minister Churchill, President 
Roosevelt and Premier Stalin, 
fhe composition of the commis- 
sion was not revealed here but it 
was learned that Russia is repre- 
sented on it in addition to Britain 
and the United States. 
SECRETARIES TO MEET 
Although prospects of a Roose- 
velt-Churchill-Stalin conference in 
the immediate future grew dimmer, 
a meeting of foreign secretaries of 
Britain, the United States and Rus- 
sia now is assured. It likely will be 


held in London at an early date | 


and will be concerned primarily 


with political problems facing the | 


United Nations, including post-war 
planning.

CONDEMN LABOR POLICY 


Resolutions also were passed 
condemning the Dominion govern- 
ment for its failure to implem@ht 
“a decent labor policy” and “its 
failure to make public reports on 
the labor inquiry by the National 
War Labor Board. 

Another resolution passed de- 
manded that the initial price of the 
wheat board should be $1.25 a 
bushel, and that the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange should be closed down 
and all trading handled by the mar- 
keting board in which producers 
have “the majority representation” 
and that the government make cash 
advances and pay storage to farm- 
ers on all wheat farmers have pro- 
perly stored on their farms. 


In a statement issued early last 
night, the council denounced the 
Dominion government's post-war 
planning, declaring that “it is’ 
noticeable that as military victory 
for the United Nations becomes 
more certain, the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s assurances about plan- 
ning for the post-war period be- 
come more vague.” 

The statement said the Dominion 
post-war reconstruction committee 
and its various committees “remain 
shrouded in mystery.”

DEMAND FULL PUBLICITY 


The C.C.F., “which took a leading 
part in persuading the government 
to establish a post-war reconstruc- 
tion committee” insists that full 
publicity to the work of the com- 
mittee be given “without further de- 
lay,” the statement said. “We in-' 
sist that survey material now on 
hand be made available to the pub- 
lic.

CALGARY, Sept. 7. — (CP) — 
Thrown beneath his racing car 
when it rolled on the track after 
a blowout had swerved it against 
the infield fence, Cpl. A. G. 
“(Jerry) Seager of Calgary was 
almost instantly killed yesterday 
afternoon at Victoria Park as a 
horrified crowd of 10,000 saw 
the first serious accident in the 
five-year history of the Calgary 
Lions’ club’s annual Model “T” 
race meet. 


The crash occurred during the 
third heat of the races which also 
saw Driver Bud Lynch of Calgary 
narrowly escape serious injuries 
when his car crashed into the fence 
on the back stretch and burst into 
flames. Lynch was thrown clear 
and suffered only a shaking up. 

The fatal smash occurred at the 
east end of the race track just after 
Seager had swung out of the 
straight-away into the turn. 


RIPPED INTO FENCE 

According to eye-witnesses, the 
car ripped into several fence posts, 
then rolled over three or four times 
in a cloud of swirling dirt on the 
track before finally coming to rest 
a few feet from the outside fence.

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Good News 


The news from Ottawa that Prime 
Minister King has called a meeting of the 
National Liberal Federation to examine 
the political situation throughout Canada 
is good news. 

The fact that the Government has lost 
the confidence of the voters to an alarm- 
ing extent is no mystery to anyone who 
has followed the Tory actions of some of 
the ministers in Mr. King's cabinet. 

The point at issue is not vague nor ob- 
scure. It is simply whether the people of 
Canada exist to support a dishonest and 
discredited private money monopoly or 
whether financial institutions exist for the 
benefit and welfare of all the people. 

This issue was settled in the general 
elections of 1935, when the Tory party was 
disastrously defeated on the ruinous so- 
called “sound money” policy. 

The Liberals then won a clear cut man- 
date to “make money the servant and not 
the master” of the public. The Bank of 
Canada was made a publicly-owned insti- 
tution to issue currency and credit in 
terms of public need. 

All other questions such as a dollar a 
day for old age pensioners, without the 
present unjust regulations; debt adjust- 
ment and parity prices for farmers; low 
Wages in many industries; unreasonably 
high and even unpayable interest rates on 
private and public debt: slum conditions; 
poverty im many areas—are due to a 
wrong financial policy. 

The fact that nothing can be done 
under the present private money monopoly 
without creating interest bearing debt is 
the cause of the trouble on the home front. 

We are fighting against political slav- 
ery in world affairs and must fight to a 
successful conclusion this battle for the 
sovereign right of the people of Canada to 
issue currency and credit in terms of pub- 
lic need without paying tribute to this pri- 
vate monopoly. 

The Government has only to honor- 
ably carry out the public pledges on which 
it attained power in order to restore pub- 
lic confidence. No further general election 
is necessary to do what it was elected to do 
and solemnly pledged itself to carry out. 

Social justice and social security can- 
not be given to Canadians unless and 
until federal authority uses the Bank of 
Canada to accomplish the purpose for 
which it was made a publicly-owned insti- 
tution. :

Premier Stalin is being kept busy an- 
nouncing Russian gains, which Berlin is 
not able to deny. In two days he had the 
remarkable experience of proclaiming 


three victories, each important in itself, 


and collectively cutting gaps in the enemy 
lines which will have to be closed if the 
Nazis are not to be compelled to retreat 
on a 700 mile sector 

The capture of Taganrog broke the 
southern end of Hitler's line loose from its 
moorings. Unless the Red advance west- 
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ward along the shore of the Sea of Azov 
can be stopped, his army in the Crimea 
and on the Kuban bridgehead must be 
marooned and duly “liquidated”. 

On the Sevsk front the Russians have 
surged across the Ukraine border, and now 
stand in the famous wheat-lands along 
400 miles. 

Farther north twin drives aimed at 
Smolensk have captured Yelnya and 
Dorogobuzh, heavily fortified outposts 
which stand on the railways connecting 
Smolensk with Moscow and with Bryansk. 
This puts the converging spearheads with- 
in 40 miles or so of the great base, the 
key-base of the whole Nazi supply and 
transport system in Russia. 

Smolensk is on the upper stretch of the 
Dneiper river. But on the lower reaches 
the pursuing Russian forces west of Tagan- 
rog are also within a hundred miles of the 
river, and they are not much farther than 
that from the great power-site of Dneipro- 
petrovsk. 

Unless Hitler can organize a counter- 
offensive and halt the Red forces on a line 
less favorable than that they have punc- 
tured, his alternative is a general retreat 
to the Dneiper along the whole line from 
the Smolensk area to the Sea of Azov. 

These dislocating blows are telling 
demonstrations of the striking power of 
the Russian army, the more significant be- 
cause Stalin’s men have been carrying the 
offensive for many weeks without respite, 
and because summer is the season when 
the invaders have hitherto always gone on 
the attack. Since the Nazis could not hold 
the positions they have spent from a year 
to two years in fortifying, their chance is 
not good to make a successful stand in less 
prepared positions, against the victory- 
flushed Russians.

of his bodily life man belongs to 
nature, he alone among created 
things has the capacity and the 
need to choose the objects for 
which his strength is expended. We 
all recognize this difference. Some 
animals have that element in reason 
which is called intelligence at least 
in some degree; they think out 
means to the ends which their 
specific nature prompts them to 
pursue. They do not choose what 
ends they shall pursue; man does; 
and it is in this choice of ends that 


he becomes morally responsible | 


and capable of fellowship with God. 
His chief end is “to glorify God and 
enjoy him for ever”. 

This involves the third postulate 
—that man, who on one side is 
part of nature and is as such a 
creature of a few years, is capable 
of and destined for fellowship with 
the eternal God. Consequently his 
choice between good and evil—not 
only has consequences for his 
neighbors or for the society of 
which he is a member, but has 
eternal significance for himself and 
even for God. This also is the 
ground of the primacy of justice 
among social and civic virtues. If I 
am a creature with a life-span of 60 
or 70 years, I cannot count for any- 
thing over against the nation or the 
State. But if I am a child of Gee. 
destined for eternal fellowship wit\ 
Him, I have therein a dignity with 
which the State can make no com- 
parable claim. It is here that man’s 
dignity resides, in a region where 
all are equal.

In the English coronation service 
the King is seated when the token 
of earthly royalty is placed upon his 

| head; but he is kneeling when just 
afterwards he receives the effectual 
tokens of divine grace in the same 
manner in which any laborer in any 
village church receives them, At 
the point where alone man has true 
dignity he is completely equal to 
| all his fellow-men; his infinite value 
is of such a kind as to shut out all 
superiority. 

So this which is the source of 
man’s claim to freedom and to 
justice is.the source also of Democ- 

|racy. This make take many social 

| and political forms; but the heart 
of it is always trust in the ordinary 
man—and the test of it is not 
whether the majority prevails but 
whether the minority is given free- 
dom to express itself and to become 
the majority if it can. 
What makes the historical picture 
| rather confusing is the fact that the

| Why did the German and Italian 
troops in Africa suddenly collapse 
| after six months of sturdy battling 
against the Allied forces? In the 
| answer to this question one can find 
many lessons of prime importance 


| for the future. 


All of us who saw the Germans 


jin action knew that technically they 
| were as expert as any troops could 
| be. They used tanks, artillery and 
| anti-tank guns, men and airplanes 
j}almost perfectly. They seemed to 
| those opposing them to be as cour- 
ageous as any soldiers that could 
!be found. Yet suddendly they went 
to pieces. Why? 

The Germans were beaten mili- 
| tarily by superior fire power. They 
were mauled by Allied planes with 
complete contro] of the air, but 


That is that they collapsed, that 
they gave up when they saw the 
| odds were overwhelmingly against 
) them. When it came to a showdown 
they did not after all have the in- 
spiration of the men of Bataan, the 
willingness to die for a lost cause 
and gain vital time that the Rus- 
sians showed at Stalingrad. There 
| was something wrong. We know 
what it was and that is the point of 
this report 
b46'.% 

When it is said they bowed to 
superior air power, that does not 
mean they were overwhel.ed by 
numbers. When the official count 
of prisoners is completed it prob- 
ably will show that 175,000 Axis 
soldiers, at least two-thirds of them 
Germans, were captured, in addi- 
tion to those who died, row on row, 
as the Americans drove into Bizerte 
and the British into Tunis. In the 
actua! line, General Sir Harold R 
L. G. Alexander probably did not 
| have a number greatly in excess of 
| that 
| Thousands of pieces of artillery 
of all types, hundreds of intact 
implements of warfare like tanks 
were taken. The odds were not 
terribly uneven on paper 


It is indeed good news that we 


can outshoot, outfight and out- 
genera! the opposition 
But in this Tunisian campaign 


we have shown that the Germans 


—battle—just as they were in 1918 
We have proved that Nazi invinci- 
bility is a myth 

We have learned, moreover, al! 
the Nazi tricks in using tanks 
placing guns and employing what- 
ever one has most effectively. After 
we had learned what the Germans 
knew we improved our methods and 
invented tricks of our own 

. . 

But what we are most interested | 
in here is that. far from fighting 
to the lest cartridge, these Germans | 
surrendered with boxes of ammuni- 
in quantity, neatly stackec under 
| trees, at Can Bon. And they march- | 
\ed in with enough food to last them 
‘a long while—our chief difficulty in 
feeding them with it has been that 
their rations are uncooked, whereas 
most of our front-line rations come 
prepared in cans. It was not alone 
that the Germans marched in brisk- | 
ly in military formations to give | 
themselves up rather than face the

Let us boil it down to a fact— 
that the Germans did not fight well 
with the odds against them. Many 
of them, moreover, were the Ger- 
mans who zeppeared to many in- 
vincible when they crushed Poland, 
France and Greece with the odds in 
That is what it comes 
down to. When the typical German 
becomes convinced that he cannot 
win, he will not fight 

Can the reader imagine American 
troops surrendering by units and 
when they found that the enemy 
did not have men available to guard 
them, marching docilely to the rear? 
This correspondent remembers 
those Hampshire men who died in 


the British Navy and /

such numbers near Tebourba that 
only a few were left. They did not 
yield a yard. This was against sup- 
erior numbers with no support in 
sight. 

Most of the Hitlerites were des- 
pondent when they came in. After 
|a square meal many of them ex-

way they had acted was forgotten, 
They talked of being “tired” of war 
| when they came in. They talked of 
victory after being fed. 

Summing up, fram what this 
writer can gather, the German has 
been schooled in war and has fought 
until his enthusiasm has gone. He is 
a perfect soldier with regard to 
technique, both individually and en 
masse. He is brave enough when 
he thinks he stands a chance to win, 
but he lacks the conviction of men 
with real ideals. He seems to have 
none of the will to fight when all 
appears lost that sometimes turns 
defeat into victory, or at least into 
glory 

It does not really matter what 
these men think of Hitler. It is 
important that the Hitler system 
has not given them “what it takes”. 

We who have seen something of 
the dirt and blood, who have felt 
; the extreme discomforts of front- 

line life. who know the nervee 
| Shattering effects of today’s high 
explosives, who have watched the 
Germans fight, know we have a 
long, hard row ahea¢c but we know 
that if we can pay the price the 
German military machine will 
crack. It may be expected to be a 
high price, but the Nazis will not 
fight to the bitter end

Magisterial decisions, of course, 
must depend on circumstances and 
upon the evidence.

The subject for this evening's ad- 
dress affects not only the pocket- 
book, but the family, the business 
and the social life of everyone, 
young or old, within the sound of 
my voice, It is a subject which has 
commanded the attention of leaders | 
in public and social life for fully a 
century, It is the question of labor 
relations in industry which is vital 
not only ta producers but to every 
ultimate consumer—and that includ- 
es every one of us. 

Your government has never shun- 
ned its responsibilities in tackling 
the difficult problems which have

Here in Alberta we have been 
practically free from strikes and 
labor disruptions when in many 
other parts of the Dominion and the 
United States” there have been 
numerous strikes—some of them 
serious, There is a reason for this 
satisfactory condition in Alberta.

The Labor Welfare Act insures 
that the employees will work in 
sanitary surroundings under condi 


tions of safety to a degree that they 
never before enjoyed, This act pro 
vides that ample and sanitary wash 
and rest-room facilities must be 
maintained on the premises, It is 
the duty of the Board of Industrial 
Relations to use its power of in 


spection to ensure that where 
necessary or advisable, adequate 
locker space is provided for the 
clothing and valuables of the work 
ers Protective clothing must be 
worn around machinery. First aid 
equipment must be immed.ately 
accessible. Upon an order of the 
board, a qualified first aid attend 


ant must be engaged permanently 
where more than fifty workers 
employed, 


PROHIBIT EMPLOYERS 


The board may prohibit employ 
ers from requiring women workers 
to carry or lift excessive weights, 
and the board may insist that work 
ers be given holidays with pay if 
investigation shows that thi is 


practicable and in the best interest 
of all concerned 

These are only a few of the 
fits contained in the Labor Welfare 
Act, and it would seem at first

HE 6th Compulsory Employment Transfer Order, tsened 
} under authority of National Selective Service Civilian 
Regulations, requires compliance not later than September 
Bth, 1943, After that date no employer may continue to employ 
any man covered by this Order, unless under special permit, 


The first five Compulsory Transfer Orders listed ocen- 
pations, and required compliance by all male employees in 
those occupations if (a) in an age and marital class designated 
under the Military Call-up, or if (b) 16, 17 or 18 years of age. 
The Sixth Order repeats all ocenpations given in the five earlier 
Orders, and requires all other men from 16 to 40 years of age 
(both ages inclusive) to become available for transfer to 
higher priority jobs, by registering at the nearest Employment 
and Selective Service Office, 


» Details of the Sixth Order were advertised in daily 
| newspapers at the end of August. Copies of the Order may be 
secured from any Employment and Selective Service Office. 


If in doubt as to the coverage of this Order, or the pro 
cedure under it, ask your nearest Employment and Selective 
Service Office. 

All men, married or single, employed in designated 
occupations, aged 16 to 40, are now covered by the 


Orders. To avoid penalties, those who have not yet 
registered must do so by September Bth, 1943,
